I am probably more familiar personal- 
ly with this matter than any other 
member of the house, and therefore, I 
may be excused for speaking with 
special reference to it. It does not 
seem to me to be a fair calculation to 
say that we have received 10,000 
immigrants in a year, and have spent 
$200,000 or $300,000 to get them, 
when half of these immigrants came 
of their own volition and without any 
serious expenditure on our part to get | 
them. 

There is a question as to the desir- | 
ability of these people coming here | 
atall, I wish to speak, not from the 
poins of view of the government of the 
day, nor from the point of the opposi- 
tion of the day. I wish to be under- 
stood, not as making a_ political 
harangue, nor questioning any motive 
or policy in any way, shape or manner; 
but Istand here as the representative 
of the people of a large part of the 
Northwest Territories, and I wish to 
place before the house the views of 
those people in regard to this ques- 
tion which so intimately concerns 
them, In arriving at their stand- 
point, or in attempting to arrive at it, 
and to find out whether theirs is the 
correct standpoint or not, I will ask 
the house,what is the primary object 
of inducing immigration! I believe I 
am in accord with a large majority of 
the settlers throughout the Northwest 
when I say, that the primary object is 
not simply to produce railroad tratftic, 
but that itis for the purpose of building 
up a kindred, and higher, and better 
civilization in that country. This 
may not sound practical to some mem- 
bers of this house. We have heard 
other reasons given ; but speaking for 
the people who are on the ground, I 
say that the settler of the Northwest 
hasan ambition other than simply 
to raise so many thousands of bushels 
of grain that a railway company may 
get freight on it, or that a merchant 
may make a profit in handling it. The 
ambition of the settlers of the North- 
west Territories is not to be mevely 
hewers of wood or drawers of water for 
any corporation, or association, or class 
of the community. They are there as 
individual citizens of this country 
with ambitions just as high and with 
feelings just as delicate as those of 
any other class of the community, and 
perhaps a little more so. The settler 
who goes into the Northwest Terri- 
tories has the ambition to build up 
there a pleasant and satisfactory home 
for himself and for his children after 
him; to build up civilization and to 
take part in the general progress of 
thecommunity. He raises the wheat, 
not asan end, but as means; and he 
depends for his sv: ess in achieving 
progress and civi'ize on upon the 


class of settlers among them. 

One hon. gentleman says that they 
will be Jaborers far the other settlers 
If there is a field for the employment 
of the labor of those men, let those 
who represent that field speak for it ; 
let them demand that the efforts of 
the immigration department be put 
forth in order to supply the demand. 
If Ontario wants these people, by all 
means let Ontario have them. I am 
not speaking for Ontario; but I do 
claim to speak for the part of the 
Northwest which I have the bonor to 
represent, and I say that we have not 


| a sufficient field for the employment 


of their labor there, not as laborers for 
the rest of the community, but asa 
danger to our social system, our muni- 
cipal institutions and our general pro- 
gress. This is why we desire to call 
the attention of the government and 
of the houseto the undesirability of 
allowing this immigration to continue. 


It is quite common to hear it said: 
Oh, there are millions of acres in the 
Northwest ; there is pienty of room 
therefor everybody. Let me tell the 
nouse that the Northwest is not 
illimitable. Itis very nearly as far 
from Quebec to Windsor as it is from 
Winnipeg to Calgary, which is the 
length of the Northwest. But the 
question is not one of area so much as 
of population. There is in the North- 
west Territories to-day a population of 
possibly 200,000 ; and the success of 
your institutions in that country and 
its general prosperity depend upon the 
maintenance of the supremacy of a 
civilizing and. directing influence in 
that country. It would be a very 
simple ‘matter to overcome any par- 
ticular settlement in the Northwest by 
a foreign population. Every settle- 
ment in that.country stands in danger 
from that influx of population, if it is 
not checked. The whole of the North- 
west Territories stands in danger ; 
and if that element once gets control, 
as it necessarily must wherever it 
forms a majority, then where is your 
control of those Northwest Territories, 
and where is your hope for the pro- 
gres3 and prosperity of that country? 
Remember, these people have to be 
considered not as beasts of burden 
but as citizens; they have just the 
same rights as you or any one else, 
and they have to be considered as a 
power in the body politic. They are 
something more than merely raisers of 
wheat. They become our governors 
and rulers; they must necessarily be 
so; it is only right that they should 
be. Therefore, i say, we should view 
this matter with a careful eye, and see 
that we do not get too much even of a 
good thing, if it is a good thing 

It is said: Look at the example of 
the United States ; there is a country 
which has grown great by reason of 
opening its doors wide to the world. 
Well, let us see. The United States

If a nation of sixty or seventy millions 
finds it necessary to shut the door to 
indiscriminate immigration, is it not 
more necessary for a country of five 
millions, especially when the part of 
the country affected, in which these 
people will have largely sovereign 
powers, numbers only half a million,or 
scarcely that ?

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Speech by Frank Oliver, M. P., House of 
Commons, J 18th, 1899, From 
Hansard, = 


Mr. Speaker, I gather from the dis- 
cussion, as far asit has gone, that it 
appears to be in the mind: of hon. 
members that this bill is rendered 
necessary by reason of an occurrence 
that took place on the Crow’s Nest 
Pass railway. I am not in a position 
to say that the b:ll is not necessary, 
but I would like to take this oppor- 
tunity of ing the house as to 
the idea that there was a failure of 
Justice ial icular occasion 
because o' existing legislation. 
The deaths of Fraser and Macdonald 
occurred on January 22nd, 1898. 
Coroner Meade, in pursuance of his 
duty as coroner, called an inquest on 

8th. An injunction to pre- 
vent him from holding an inquest was 
secured at the instance of Mr. Haney, 

for the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. The fact of the injunction hav. 
ing been secured was brought to the 
attention of the department of justice 
and to the personal attention of the 
hon. minister of justice. He took the 
ground that it was not his business, 
as minister of justice, to take any 
action in the premises. The injunction 
was argued, and judgment was re- 
served. When that TN it was 
sepresented to the minister of justice 
that it was desirable if Dr. Meade 
was not competent to act for any 
ceasun, if there was any doubt as to 
nis competence, or any probability 
that the injunction would be upheld, 
we that the decision in reference to 
the injunction would be delayed, he 
be asked to withdraw and another 
coroner directed to act in his place. 
The deputy minister of justice, on 
behalf of the hon. minister of justice, 
replied that the department had no 
authority in the matter. Aftewards 
the department did communicate with 
the crown prosecutor in the locality. 
He wired to the department here, 
“Dr. Meade apparently is indisposed 
to retire.” The department then sug- 
gested that, as the decisicn would 
likely be received soon, it would not 
be mecessary to demand his with- 
drawal, but that it might be well to 
await the decision and then, if under 
the decision Dr. Meade was barred 
out, another coroner would be appoint- 
ed in his place. On the statement of 
the deputy minister that Dr. Meade 
had refused to withdraw, and on his 
representation that the decision on 
the injuction was likely to be received 
soon, I agreed to let the matter stand. 

The decision on the injunction, how- 
ever, was not given until 15th of April, 
I am not prepared to say what 
the department might have done as to 
hastening the decision on that injunc- 
tion, but it seems to me that some 
indication might have been given to 
the judge which might have induced 
him to give a decision at least within 
two months of the time at which the 
matter oceurred, when it was one of 
these cases in which it is easily under- 
stood that upon prompt action de- 
pended the attainment of justice. 

As to the question of Dr. Meade’s 
action and the responsibility that was 
thrown upon him by the minister of 
justice, the minister of justice said 
in his speech in the senate : 

“The first communication we had 
in reference to the subject was the 
telegram that came to the department 
from a Dr. Meade, a coroner, who 
had undertaken to hold an inquest, 
and who had been enjoined from hold- 
ing that inquest by parties interested, 
some officials connected with the con- 
tract of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
* * * When we received this 
statement from Dr. Meade, our in- 
structions to him were that he had 
better withdraw from the case and 
let another coroner be appointed in 
order that theinquiry migkt proceed. 
This he declined to do, and, therefore, 
there was nothing for it but to 
permit him to take his own course and 
be subjected to the delay which the 
injunction would impose upon him.” — 

The responsibility for the delay is 
this thrown directly upon the should- 
ers of Dr. Meade. The minister states 
distinctly that the department instruct- 
ed him to withdraw, and that he re- 
fused to withdraw. At the time that 
statement was made by the minister 
of justice in the — ars ~ 
copies of the rs on the subject.

——— 
FROM THE FAR NORTE. 


Eighteen returnisg prospectors 
arrived in town on Tuesday from tho 
Liard and Mackenzie rivers, the ad- 
vance guard of overa hundred others 
who will follow when the H. B. Co's 
boats come out. The Wrigley left 
Simpson on the 20th June for Great 
Slave with about 60 Klondikers on 
board. The majority were from Simp- 
son and Norman and the remainder 
from the Liard and Gravel rivers, 
where they had been wintering. On 
arriving at Slave lake the passengers 
disembarked and the Wrigley returned 
down the Mackenzie to Peel river to 
bring up all those who wintered in that 
vicinity and who desired toreturn. Of 
her passengers left at the lake eighteen 
continued to the Landing with four 
canoes and the balance went over to 
visit the claims staked on the north 
shore ef the lake. They will come on 
up with the other passengers when the 
Wrigley returns from the Peel. 

Of those who came up on the 
Wrigley three came from Black Mud 
river on the upper Liard, 110 miles 
from the Dease, where they had winter- 
ed. Their names are: Wm. G, 
Smith, ef-Selkirk, Man.; John Grant, 
of Toronto, and Frank Bastion, of St. 
Albert. About 100 men winterd 
above them, on the Brule portage, con- 
tinuing on through this spring. About 
ten men died on the Liard from scurvy 
and accident. An old man named 
Grieves died from scurvy. Ar un- 
known man was drowned in Toad 
river. Another, a young man, also 
unknown, died of scurvy. A body came 
down the Liard this spring, frozen to 
an ice floe, and though a number of 
men tried to get to it they were un- 
successful’ A Wisconsin man was 
drowned at Cranberry rapids. A man 
named Turney died of scurvy. An old 
man died near Fort Halkett. He had 
both feet frozen necessitating amputa- 
tion, and did not survive the operation. 
*Old Pete,” a Swede, who it is claim- 
ed formeily mined on the river here, was 
accidently shot. dead by L’Chappelle, of 
St. Albert, who came out with Kluetch. 
Pete was sitting in his cabin together 
with a number of others, when L’Chap- 
pelle picked up a revolver. The 
weapon was a hammerless one and was 
accidentally discharged, the bullet 
striking Pete in the side of the head, 
causing instant death. Among the 
parties wintering on the upper Liard 
were: A.D. Osborne, John Russell 
and J. Keneeley, Edmonton ; Ross and 
Rosewell, Sudbury, Ont.; W. Drain, 
Prince Albert, and Falkenberg, who 
spent the winter before last at Grand 
Rapids. Near the mouth of the Nel- 
son Clatworthy and two companions 
wintered. He was endeavoring to 
push on up the Liard. Maloney, his 
former partner, had frozen his feet and 
is at Great Slave lake on his way back. 
Grant, Bastion and Smith left their 
winter camp in January on their way 
back to Edmonton, pulling their outfit 
on toboggans to Sayetown, below the 
Devil’s portage. 

Among the eighteen who reached 
town are: Carmichael, Sudbury, Ont.; 
Geddes, Ont.; Ritchie and son, Poplar 
Point, Man.; J. Roe, Rapid City, 
Man.; R. Hunter, Hamilton ; Jos. and 
Gus. Schusler, Chicago; W. Schmidt, 
New York; McClentic, Winchester, 
N. H.; Wm. G. Smith, Selkirk; Smith 


snd Hedley, Man.; John Stetson, 
Princetown, Ill.; and Wood, Dele- 
ware.
